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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 





The moving picture is one of the most potent factors in the formation | 
of public taste and public opinion. Its capability for elevating or de- 
basing the mind is greater than that of the press, for in a large measure 
its appeal is to the plastic mind of the young. 

This most wonderful accomplishment of the age rightfully belongs 
to the people. They should have full benefit, and to that end every effort 
should be made to keep the picture to a high standard of quality in every 
way. 

The importance of the moving pictures in the schools is being better 
understood by our educators. Many schools have installed good ma- 
chines and have facilities for showing pictures regularly. This list is 
intended to be of aid in selecting the subjects to be illustrated. 

The various educational pictures now being released are as follows: 
The Burton Holmes Travel Pictures, distributed by the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky Corporation. An entire reel is devoted to the subject of the 
title. The Bray-Pictograph, also distributed by the Famous Players- 
Lasky Corporation, is on the order of a magazine with three or four sub- 
jects. The Screen Magazine, released weekly by the Universal Film 
Company, contains pictures under such titles as “Industry,” “Health,” 
“Science,” etc. The Pathe Review, distributed by the Pathe Film Com- 
pany makes a feature of scenes in natural colors, also subjects of import- 
ance in erucatioo. “Outdoors” is the title of a series of one-reel pictures, 
mainly scenes of America, distributed by the Mutual Film Corporation. 
The Ford Weekly, distributed by Goldwyn, is an entire reel on one sub- 
ject. 

The subjects covered during the current year are classified and listed 
alphabetically. No attempt has been made to classify or list news reels. 

The features and comedies listed are those which have been designated 
by a star in the periodical reports of the Board of Review, the method 
of indicating pictures suitable for the family group. Not all are suit- 
able for children. Many very fine pictures are not listed because of 
some small objectionable feature which is not emphatic enough to con- 
demn the picture. 

The official government pictures are not listed in this catalogue. They 
are all of interest and furnish a most important historical record of the 
work of the government of the United States in all departments during 
the war. The World, Pathe and Universal Film companies distribute 
the larger part of these. 

The names and addresses of the film companies through which pic- 
tures may be obtained are given on another page. Many changes have 
been made in the distributing companies during the past year. The 
Kansas State Board of Review will gladly supply any information re- 
quested.
